“These are statisical sidelights thrown 
upon the record of the progress which the 
people of Canada have made during the 
last thirty years. It is a record to dispel 
doubts, create courage, and inspire confi- 
dence alike in the country where such 
things were possible and in the people who 
have given so good an account of them- 
selves.

GOING INTO REVERSE 

Parliament on Friday voted $100,000 
to maintain air mail service. The Minis- 
ter explained that a further sum for the 
purpose will be included in the supplement- 
ary estimates. What the total appropria- 
tion will be he did not state, it was 
made plain that the sum will be smaller 
than that voted a year ago, 

This at least makes apparent that the 
intention to abolish air mail in Canada, 
disclosed a few weeks ago in the wholesale 
cancellation of contracts, has been modi- 
fied in face of the storm of public protest. 
What now seems likely is that the service 
will be continued on a selected number of 
routes, probably those on which the postal 
revenue has come nearest to meeting the 
mail subsidy. That some routes will be 
abandoned appears certain, 

The extension of air transportation 
service in Canada, as in the United States, 
depends upon contracts for carrying mail 
With the steady assured income from this 
source, aviation companies have estab- 
lished regular routes for the carriage of 
passengers, express and freight where that 
could not have been done without the con- 
tracts. There cannot be verv many routes 
in the Dominion where air lines could earn 
a fair return on the capital investment 
without the revenue they draw for carry- 
ing mail.- 

The abandonment of air mail routes 
can mean only one thing so far as commer- 
cial aviation is concerned, that planes will 
cease to fly where they have bee. flying 
on regular schedule. Canada, that is to 
say, is not merely to call a halt in the de- 
velopment of air transport for business 
purposes, but is to sacrifice some of the 
advance that has been already made. This 
at a time when all other countries which 
have a present or expect a future are en- 
courtaging, rather than discouraging, the 
extension of air service. Has Ottawa for- 
gotten that the twentieth century is Can- 
ada’s century?

FOOTING THE BILL 


The prairie provincial governments, it 
is reported, have made a settlement with 
the banks on account of the money lost by 
the wheat pool in handling grain of the 
1929 crop. The banks are to accept bonds, 
Presumably they would accept cash _in- 


a 


stead, if the governments should decide 
that it is better business to sell the bonds 
in the open market. 

The total loss is estimated at $22,000,- 
000, 


In what proportions this will be di- 


vided among the provinces is not stated. 
It has been suggested that Alberta's share 
will be about $7,000,000, with Saskatche- 
wan assuming the larger part of the bal- 
ance, 

The contingent-liability involved in the 
guarantee thus becomes an actuai liabil- 
ity. The provincial debts will be increased 
by the amount of the bonds, and both 
principal and interest will have to be met 
by the taxpayers. Optimistic hopes that 
world prices would advance, and thus 
anake it possible to cut down the pool's in- 
debtedness to the banks and to carry the 
balance as heretofore, have faded out. 
There is even an unpleasant suggestion 
that substantial advances are not looked 
for, since the banks demanded an imme- 
diate settlement. 

The moral of the tale is that when the 
provincial credit is loaned to a commercial 
enterprise the liability assumed is a real 
one, whether imminent or remote. In the 
sase of the embarrassed wheat pool, the 
choice was to make the loan or invite a 
general financial crash. But where less 
vital énterprises are concerned the legis- 
Jatures may be less ready in future than 
they have been in the past to transfer the 
obligations to the taxpayers.
